a. Thora nay non bo too OK tamo la Albania. Ona, tha thraa-naa tfalrnt Tw 
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Team dropped at the mouth of the Shkambi Kiver in central Albania an Ik Oeteber 
with a W/T set, hu not yst boon board fro*. Tbo ether, tbo four-man Pino 
Troo Tom operating in tha area of lakes in northeastern Albania, made i rf/f 
contaot with he>d quarters on tha 3rd, 5th, 8th, 9th, 11th and li*th of Hevumber. 

Th* tea* advised that half tha supplies dropped to than on the 15th of October 
fall Into the hands of tha security forees, and stated that one Mater Jebique 
was oaptured by the Communists. (Jabiqae presumably was a looal fell oner of 
tha tern). Their neosagos further lndioated that their location was unfit for 
drepo due to the wot mow end fog. They cabled they sore nosing to lowor ground, 
and requested nore schneiaera, food and winter clothing. They asked not 
to be dropped nore than seven con Ulnar a because they could not now diatributa 
the auppliae anong their friends. Three unsuccessful attmpts hare bean made 
to contact the Pine Tree Tern by radio since li Rovanber. 

B. PaiCHOljQOICAL WARFARE

Tha first issue of the HCFA English language monthly 
newsletter was published in Rome on the 26th of Rovosfeer in eoajunetiea with 
the Albanian oelebratioo of national Independence Day them. (See paragraph 

E below). Thle publication lo part of the current BQFIEHD publicity program to 
marshall lnaro teing support for the HCFA among Albanian axileagroupa. It is 
designed to acquaint the western world with the overt activities of tha HCFA 
and to provide news items from behind the iron curtain. 

3. Propaganda Supply Prop 


Although the flight plan far the first of a aeries of BQFIKHD propaganda 
supply drops scheduled for this month has boon approved, tha operation was peat* 
poned due to adverse weather conditions. The drop will consist of one-pound bags 
of flour designed for free-fall air dropping. Each bag will contain a propaganda 
leaflet exploiting the HCFA » a unanswered offer of material aid to the oRnate* qnssptMsn%. 
transmitted by cable to th# Tirana Government in late September. It la anticipated 
that this drop will be made in early December. 

It. Leaflet Prppt 

500,000 leaflets entitled "Our Reply to the ComMtnlet Terror" that ware to 
bav> boon dropped by a British aircraft, were dropped by tha OPC covert plena on 
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7 No r— b ar ti the British were unable to make the necessary opsratlsoal arranganeata. 
This leaflet caution* against prsnatoro overt action* in deflane* of tho ecMnaniat 
regin* and requests the popalas* to ««*i*t NCFA agents. 

c. msmoBMos 

X. ftatto Tirana ha* anaeunesd th* sentences of tho four OPC agents recently 
triad in Tirana. Toe of the fear received tho daath eentene* which mi cornu tod 
to lift imprisonment, tho othor two received 20-year sontoneo* .
